T b s grading and planking of streets, 
building of piers and wharves, and oilier 
improvements were going on briskly and 
the city was in a comforiable state for the 
rainy season, which had not fairly set in. 
Another fire has occurred at San Fran- 
eisco, destroying property to the amount ol 
$ IOO,OIH), 
it commenced in a new build­ 
ing, just finished, which though filled with 
goods, was said not to be actually occupied 
at the time by any one, and the fire was 
therefore supposed to be the work of nu in­ 
cendiary. 
It wa* situated on Sacramento 
street, in the block bounded by that street 
and by California, Montgomery and Le- 
idesdorff streets ; and bv great aud almon 
incredible exertions, on the part of the 
Firemen and. citizens assisting, the fire 
was entirely subdued in less than three 
hours, and confined in its course to the 
building in which it originated, and four or 
five others of less value. 
Wages of mechanics and laborers are 
yet kept up, higher, much higher, than the 
country will afford, aud rents are outrage­ 
ously high. 
Still, there are hundreds of 
men without employ in the large towns and 
cities, and in San Francisco, hundreds of 
buildings untenanted. 
A strong tide of emigration is setting 
towards the Atlantic States. 
T he cholera has finally disappeared both 
from San Francisco and Sacramento City. 
T he near approach of the assembling of 
the State Legislature occasions consider­ 
able speculation as to what that body will 
do towards relieving the State (rom the 
financial 
embarrassments 
which 
weigh 
heavy upon lier. 
They have great respect for the Sabbath 
in San Francisco. 
We see, in the police 
reports, the arrest of a man for trotting 
his horse down street, at au " indecently 
raoid pace” on that day. 
Public amusements are iii a very flourish­ 
ing condition.

around this Cape to the West Indies, as iii 
the case of the Old Providence bottle, while

regions of the ice or land of the Antarctic. 
Being here deflected it returns to (fie north 
is the iceberg current which enters the 
Atlantic on this side of Cape Horn.

Of all tho atrocities th it men have 
ever uiliu Scil upon their fellow arcatures, we be 
Levo that none—either past or present—will com­ 
pare in enormity with lima* which the poor vie 
lima of this horrid traffic arc at this moment sub­ 
jected to. 
W hilst sensible that there are many 
subjects that require your attention, we yet feel 
a-.-uicd that if all th*evils which propelly be­ 
long to your cognizance could he brought palpably 
before you, in panoramic array, the dreadful 
enormities grow trig out of the African Slave trade, 
as exhibited in the startling vision, would im­ 
measurably exceed those of all other evils com­ 
bined. 
Could their appnling horrors, os have 
been broufht to light by the investigation* of the 
British Parliament, be presented to you at one 
view, bruin tho first seizure of the poor w retches 
in tfio interior of Africa by banded ruffian*, 
amidst the midnight conflagration of their vil 
lagos, th* butchery of the old and infirm, the 
shrieks of bereaved parents, and th* auhsequtnl 
piteous moat;* of their dying in lim ta, lilt to per-

A gain: could you witness the 
landing of the poor creatures, Slid behold—a* has 
liven proved before Parliament by ample te ti- 
mony—th* massacre on til* beach of hundreds 
vihose constitutions had been utterly destroyed 
by their sufictings, ihu* rendering them un­ 
merchantable; could you behold all this as the 
Omnipotent Judge of all beholds it, and thus be 
mad* to realize that it is not a picture of the 
imagination, but that these dtcadiul scenes are 
at this very moil lent being enacted—that village* 
aro now-nightly burning iii Africa—caravans of 
human beings are matching under a burning sun 
to the coii*t—that slave ship*, over which w ave* 
the flag of our common country, ar* waiting to 
receive them —and that an hour never passes but 
flint mole than twenty human beings arc coii- 
sigiH-d to a violent or a suffering death in support 
of this cruel commerce; we again repent, could 
you thus behold thcso facts as they really are, we 
believe that all other evils would sink into utter 
in.significau*e in your estimation when compared 
w itll this, and that you would • give not shop to 
your oyes nor slumber to your eyelids’ until you 
had exhausted every remedial measure you could 
lawfully bring to bear on the suppression of the 
American slave trade. 
“ We would respectfully remind you that all 
ittem pts to suppress this diabolical traffic through 
force of am u ha* ever signally failed, and that 
tho blockade of iii* slave roast by th* fleets ol 
iii cat Britain, the United States, and Lr nun 
combined, at an expense of more than $100,000,- 
OOO, and the sacrifice of many lives, has resulted 


iii agreat aggravation of the evil instead of pro­ 
moting its suppression. 
•• We would also respectful!v state that we be­ 
lieve that the only effectual hairier* that liavi 
ever been placed between tho slave-dealer and 
his victims iii Africa have bren the colonics that 
have been planted on her coa-ts, and these have 
in every instance been found competent to its 
suppression or control. 
^ 
“ We would again respectfully refer you to a 
fact, which has now become unquestionably cs 
tablished as such by the results of experience, 
that that part of the western coast of Africa w hich 
ever has been and is now frequented by slavers, 
cannot be colonized by whites, the climate being 
deadly to their constitution, though friendly to 
that of the colored man. 
" And, lastly, we would remind you that about 
one third part of this coast has been successfully 
c donized by colored people from the United 
States, under the auspices of the American 
Colonization Society, through the outlay, as 
your memorialists believe, of less than one m il­ 
lion of dollars, and that the colonists thus plant­ 
ed have effectually suppressed the slave trade *► 
far as their jurisdiction extends, which we believe 
to be in extent, as before stated, about ono-third 
of the whole slave coast bf W estern Africa. 
“ Believing, as we do, that the African slave 
trade is not to be suppressed by any armed in­ 
tervention, and that experience lias proved that 
colonization of the slave const of Africa presents 
the only feasible scheme for the suppression of 
the traffic, we most earnestly beseech you to take 
into immediate consideration the propriety of es­ 
tablishing a line of Government steamcis or sail­ 
ing packets, for the purpose of conveying, free ol 
expense, such free colored persons as may avail 
themselves of such means to emigrate to Liberia. 
or to any part ot the western coost of Africa that 
may be peacefully colonized by them ; or that an 
annu ii appropriation he made by the Govern 
merit in money in aid of the cause of African col­ 
onization, to the same amount that is now ex 
pended in supporting the squadron of armed
